I have  much  pleasure  in  presentinr  to  you  my  Arnmal 
Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1952. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  in  the  district  re- 
mained satisfactory,  and  although  the  average  age  at  death  was 
slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year,  the  ages  are  higher 
than  those  for  England  & Wales  as  a whole.

The  number  of  births  which  occurred  during  the  year  was 
the  same  as  occurred  in  1951.  Of  the  births  recordesd  two  were 
illegitimate.  I am  pleased  to  record  that  there  were  no  deaths  of 
iri'ants  under  one  year  of  age  during  the  year  under  review. 

On  the  whole  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was 
very  low  only  17  cases  being  notified.  No  case  of  Diphtheria  has 
occurred  in  Budleigh  Salterton  since  1946. 

Tuberculosis  nov*'  remains  the  most  serious  infectious 
^sease  and  three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year. 
The^liass  Radiography  Unit  from  Devonport  visited  Budleigh  Salterton 
during  October  and  the  public  were  eager  to  take  advantage  of  the 
facilities  provided.  In  all  192  men,  307  women,  118  boys  and  160 
girls  passed  through  the  unit.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  unit  will 
again  pay  us  a visit  in  1953  or  1954  when  it  is  hoped  that  as 
m.any  of  the  public  as  possible  ( even  though  they  Vv’ere  X-rayed  in 
1952  ) vill  pass  through  the  unit. 

In  conclusion^!  should  again  like  to  thank  the  Chairman 
and  llembers  of  the  Budleigh  Salterton  Urban  District  Council  for  their 
continued  help  and  support  and,  particularly,  for  the  keen  interest 
which  they  have  taken  in  all  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  Department.

The  to\vn  is  fortunate  in  having  an  adequate  and  efficient 
water  supply  and  distribution  system.  The  total  quantity  of  water 
pumped  during  the  year  1952  was  68,864,600  gallons. 

(a.)  Squroqs  of  Supply. 

The  source  is  a,  very  deep  spring  which  rises  in  a well 
a.t  the  Kersbi’ook  pumping  station,  and  the  characteristics  of  the 
vrn.ter  have  remained  unchanged  since  it  was  first  submitted  for  ex- 
amination by  the  public  analyst  over  40  years  ago.  The  main  well 
is  linked  with  another  situated  at  Tidwell. 

The  distribution  system  is  divided  into  three  levels, 
the  high  level  being  fed  from  a reservoir  of  60,000  gallon  capacity 
situate  at  the  Flagstaff,  the  middle  level  having  a reservoir  of 
240,000  gallon  capacity  and  situate  at  Sherbrook  Chine,  whilst  the 
low  level  has  a reservoir  of  150,000  gallon  capacity  situate  at  the 
Cra.bpot. 


The  pumping  plant  consists  of  6 electrically  driven 
centrifugal  pumps,  1 turbine  driven  triple  ram  pump,  and  one  standby 
oil  driven  triple  ram  pump.
